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Guilt Complex 


T is a well-known fact that the guilty seek a scapegoat, and it is becoming 
equally obvious that the collective guilt of the community in road safety 
matters is determined to find its scapegoat in the motorist. For this mis- 

direction of animosity various public figures must take the blame, and it is shared 
by the less reputable members of the journalistic profession, whose desire for 
personal notoriety exceeds their respect for facts and their capacity to grasp the 
fundamentals of road safety. 

Motorists, suffering increasingly at the vindictive hands of others, can rely on 
this journal to fight, as always, for justice. Those who are less concerned with 
the balancing of the scales might do well to take heed of the contemporary trend 
back towards the persecution of the beginning of the century. The demagogue 
can always rouse the rabble; but when he is too successful chaos intervenes. 

It is too late for the community to decide that the internal combustion age is 
not to its liking. Modern complex industrial civilization can keep going at its 
rapid pace only by the aid of that ingenious device, and the community therefore has 
the duty of providing for it. It has failed to do so in Britain, and consistently 
refuses to, complaining that the provision of an adequate road system is beyond 
its pocket. That is, quite frankly, putting a pounds, shillings and pence value on 
human life, and it is the reluctance to admit this which leads to excesses of vitupera- 
tion against the motoring fraternity 

The trend must be reversed, but it is the majority which has the power to initiate 
the reversal. While their spokesmen, in the person of magistrates, coroners, poli- 
ticians and misled clerics, refuse to do so, this journal will record instances that 
show that no class, professional or otherwise, is immune from mistakes on the road. 
Readers will find an example on page 1121 this week—of a magistrate who “cut 
in”—and will reflect that at least one of that particular class of public figure has 
ensconced herself in a glass house 


Remedy 

HE gestatory period for the Ministry of Transport’s final conclusions on the 
dazzle problem is inordinately long, for the stock reply to questions on the 
subject in the House of Commons is still that the Minister is awaiting the 
report of his experts, and Ministerial patience has already lasted for some years 
In the meantime the winter is showing signs of its advent in a morning crispness 
and the carly operation of the light switch, and motorists must brace themselves 
to another period of acute discomfort during which they are dazzled again and 
again by the imperfect lighting of too many cars. Matters at the rear are a little 
more encouraging, and everyone is grateful to Britain’s Royal motorist for his 
strictures on the rear lighting of heavy vehicles, which had such a beneficial result 
This journal is not inclined wholly to blame lamp manufacturers, car manufac- 
turers, or motorists for the dazzling state of affairs on the night roads of Britain 
Each must take a portion of the blame, but in existing circumstances a complete 
remedy is npt likely to be possible owing to the conflict of aims involved. Sufficient 

light for safety on narrow roads must inevitably dazzle the oncoming driver 
The phrase “on narrow roads” is crucial, however, and once more directs the 
finger of blame towards the authorities. If a road is wide enough to have a shrub- 
planted division the dazzle problem disappears, and this is one more aspect of road 
safety where the reluctance to provide for the internal combustion engine results 
in something approaching culpable homicide. If the Minister of Transport’s pro- 
posed nctwork of motor roads had been built, the main bulk of the traffic would 
by now have settled down to their use for purposeful journeys, leaving the lesser 
roads to drivers not dominated by the necessity of keeping to schedule. In such 
motoring even a certain amount of dazzle can be accepted, as it must be, it appears,

Considerable Contusion is Still Evident in the Approach to Road Problems, in 


Spite of the Availability of Experts 


T is becoming increasingly obvious that the motor vehicle 
is being defeated by its environment. In London main 
streets the average journey speed is about 10 m.p.h., 

und in the suburbs 15 m.p.h. is a typical journey speed.* 
The bicycle is faster; a bitter truth for the car owner who 
is paying £12 10s a year for the mere privilege of using four 
wheels and an engine. Outside the cities running speeds on 
twin-track roads—the best available—are about 32 to 35 
m.p.h., which is somewhat better but is still comparative 
unemployment of modern car capabilities; if traffic continues 
to increase London is in danger of choking to a standstill. 
The Road Research Laboratory has supplied a statistical 
estimate of the effect on journey speed of certain projected 
percentage increases in graffic, quoted for well-known London 
arteries (Table 1

cate industrial machine which the nation operated for its own 
welfare. The machine was at present lop-sided, out of 
balance and out of date. As a colleague of his had pointed 
out before the Royal Statistical Society, the country spent 
about £1,200,000,000 on road transport and travel in 1950, 
and a greater sum in 1951; that was more than 10 per cent 
of the national income, and about three or four times the 
expenditure on rail transport and travel. It was an immense 


business, employing about 1,500,000 people.

Dr. Glanville continued with the blunt statement that a 
vehicle trayelling through London streets spent about one- 
third of the time stationary, and said that another interesting 
fact that had emerged at the Roval Statistical Society meet- 
ing mentioned was that if the speed of buses could be 
increased by one mile per hour, the London Transport 
Executive would save £2,000,000 a year; of course, that was 
only a small part of the total saving which could be rendered 
possible by a proper system of roads.

The Human Angle 


So much for the £ s d camp, the motto of which must 
obviously be, “Ease the flow and speed the traffic.’ 
Inevitably, however, this arouses the opposition of that part 
of the humanitarian camp which remains convinced that 
speed means accidents. It is not easy to blame them, because 
it is extraordinarily difficult to prove on paper that it is not 
so. I shall not attempt to do so, but suggest that the more 
accurate expression of the situation is contained in the 
statement that accidents are caused by “the wrong speed at 
the wrong time in the wrong place.” Moreover, pure “ speed 
accidents "—the type that get a front-page picture in the 
Sunday papers—are few and far between; the vast majority 
of road casualties are the vulnerable road users, pedestrians 
and cyclists, who are struck by vehicles within built-up areas, 
where speeds are limited and are, in fact, often only a few 
miles per hour 

If everyone remained stationary there would be no road 
accidents. This fact leads the humanitarians to argue thot 
easing the traffic flow would, in any case, increase the ability 
of vehicles to travel at the wrong speed in the wrong place 
and at the wrong time; which is true, of course. It is over- 
looked, however, that other factors intrude, among which is 
the easing of the driver’s job, thereby promoting safety. In 
this context, also, the ramifications are almost endless, but 
the lesson that emerges is that here are two powerful camps 
more or less in opposition over a subject that is incredibly 
complicated, so complicated, in fact, that the real authorities

On the 
Continental motor road you must make up your mind; once 
joined, it is not easily escaped from Nor is it easy to turn 
round and retrace your steps; the road was not designed for 
ditherers. Other traffic and buildings, except those serving 
motor traffic, are kept away, and the pedestrian is not pro- 
vided for. By contrast, the average British arterial road 
seems designed for those who make mistakes and for every- 
one with a desire to delay the country’s communications 
The central strip is frequently broken for transfer from one 
side to the opposite; the minor entry has its traffic light 
There are crossings for pedestrians; the cyclist’s right to ride 
in the fairway is acknowledged in spite of the cycle track. 
Ihe factory’s right to an entrance for lorries debouching 
into the artery is safely guarded, and ultimately the ribbon 
builder is granted respectability by the imposition of a speed 
limit. It is kindly; live and let live; equal shares, “ cradle 
to grave” and all that. But is it efficient in the face of the

An Outstanding Effort 


A more logical line of approach was employed by Colonel 
G. T. Bennett in his work on junctions in the county of 
Oxfordshire Many minor roads in Oxfordshire, as else- 
where, crossed major roads in a straight cross, or joined them 
in a plain T-junction. In the interests of road safety, 
Colonel Bennett changed all that. He made it impossible 
for a vehicle to debouch into a major road without due care 
and attention on the driver’s part, by staggering the cross- 
roads and “ dog-legging” the junctions. I dare say that he 
has been roundly cursed many times by drivers on the minor 
roads who have been forced to cross the major roads with 
every care and at a low speed, but he may rest assured that 
he is blessed by all the major road users, who fear Oxford- 
shire’s junctions and cross-roads less than any others in the 
country. This approach, while not ideal, is correct; delay is 
imposed on the minor road user, who is infrequent, for the 
sake of the arterial traveller, who is frequent 

Historians may one day write that the humanitarianism 
of Britain proved her undoing as an empire, and it threatens 
to do so as an efficient economic unit. The total of road 
casualties stands so high that there is a tendency to say that 
road safety must be achieved no matter at what cost. Unfor- 
tunately that is qualified by an official attitude which adds 
“provided that it is not financial” to the dictum. We are 
therefore left with restriction as the chief means, Stop 
people from colliding; stop them from going fast enough to 
do damage if they do collide; keep cars our of big cities; 
close certain streets for children to play in; let ordinary traffic 
give way to Wimbledon, to the Cup Final, to the Derby.

Made of Glass 


A NEW glass-fibre car body has recently 
41 been developed jointly by the Glasspar 
Co. of California and the Naugatuck 
Chemical Division, U.S. Rubber Co. The 
body 1s constructed of Naugatuck Chemi- 
cal’s Vibrin polyester plastic and layers of 
glass fibre, a combination which, for its 
weight, is stronger than steel; it is also very 
resilient. At present there is one design 
which fits a frame with a 100in wheelbase, 
but eventually Glasspar expect to make 
available a variety of styles to fit frames of 
various sizes. 

Moulded 1n one piece, the body is 
approximately one-fifth of an inch thick 
and weighs only 185 Ib; it is claimed that it 
will not dent as a result of accidents that 
now result in crumpled wings and doors. 
Because of its resiliency, the Vibrin-glass 
combination springs back to its original 
shape after impact. Breaks are possible 
under heavy impacts, but the material can 
be easily and cheaply repaired, It will 
neither rust nor oxidize, and it will hold 
paint well. 

For demonstration purposes, the first 
body produced has been mounted on a 
custom-built sports car consisting of a 
special frame and supercharged engine. 
To test its strength, it was driven obliquely 
into a tree at 25 m.p.h. The test resulted 
in a crack approximately 14in in length at 
the point of impact on the right side of the 
car near the windscreen. The crack was 
repaired with a patch of glass fibre and 
plastic within about one hour. 

he Glasspar Co. has been manufac- 
turing boats ranging from 8ft sailing 
dinghies to 20ft cabin cruisers out of the 
same Vibrin-glass material It became 
interested in car-body construction early 
last year when it started production of 
removable hard tops for foreign cars in the 
United States. 

Besides having toughness, 
ence and wearing qualities, the 
fibre body is attractive to the smaller car 
manufacturer because it can be formed 
and shaped without the use of expensive 
press tools. The moulds, presses and 
other equipment used by reinforced 
plastic moulders represent an extremely 
small fraction of the investment cost for

Bosch found that by employing a pump 
element similar to that of a diesel fuel 
injection pump, but with the plunger lubri- 
cated by a separate oil pump, petrol could 
be injected accurately metered and pre- 
cisely timed at the appropriate pressure 
Lubrication of the pump element is accom- 
plished by an annular groove in the pump 
cylinder and plunger, which also forms an 
hydraulic barrier to prevent petrol from 
leaking past the plunger into the camshaft 
chamber, The precision-built fuel injec 
tion equipment, with plungers lapped to 
i fine fit and with an arrangement of 
numerous valves, calls for thorough filtering 
of the petrol. 

Petrol starts to vaporize at a quite low 
temperature, and as air bubbles in the injec- 
tion pipe would lead to an interrupted 
injection process, automatic air-venting of 
the pump is an important feature.

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No. 1475: BENTLEY CONTINENTAL SPORTS SALOON 


HE Continental sports saloon is a new stage in the evolution of the post-war 
Bentley. The first major change since the introduction of the post-war 
chassis was made last year, when an increase in the bore brought the engine 
swept volume up to 44 litres. The Autocar Road Test of December 7, 1951, 
recorded that it enabled the standard four-door steel panelled saloon to reach a 
maximum speed of 100 m.p.h., accompanied by impressive acceleration, without 
the slightest sacrifice of the smoothness or silence for which the marque is 
renowned. The next step was to raise the compression to profit by the better 
fuel now available in overseas markets, and to fit lighter bodywork with lower 
drag characteristics, which would allow the great potentialities of this chassis to 
be more fully exploited. The reduction in drag permitted a higher axle ratio to 
be employed, and a close ratio gear box was installed to give the best acceleration. 
The resulting car, known as the Bentley Continental sports saloon, has been sub- 
jected to rigorous testing on the Continent for about a year, and The Autocar has 
recently been able to give it an extensive trial in Britain and on the Continent. It 
brings Bentley back to the forefront of the world’s fastest cars, and its tremendous 
‘ormance makes this one of the outstanding in the long series of Road Tests. 
The car is being produced in limited numbers and is reserved for export only. 
Its price is high, the sterling figure being £4,890 without purchase tax, which 
means that by the time the foreign buyer has paid delivery charges and local taxes 
it will probably cost him between six and seven thousand pounds. The Con- 
tinental Bentley may, therefore, be the most expensive production car in the 
world, but it also makes a strong claim to be the fastest four-five-seater

world. Circumstances made it neces 
sary to carry out the maximum speed tests on brand 
new tyres, which increase rolling resistance, and in the 
middle of a hot day, with an air temperature of 95 deg F, 
which reduces volumetric efficiency. Even so, a mean 
maximum speed of over 115 m.p.h. was recorded. One run, 
with driver only, was timed at 120 m.p.h., and it seems prob- 
able that in more favourable circumstances this speed might 
be more regularly reached. The acceleration from rest to 
100 m.p.h. (36.0 sec) has not been approached by any other 
saloon car in The Autocar’s experience and has been 
equalled by very few open sports cars. Acceleration in the 
gears is so well maintained that the usual tabulations have 
had to be extended to 100 m.p.h. for both top and third 
gears. 

However, the figures, impressive though they are, do not 
tell the whole story. Whatever memorable motoring experi- 
ences one may have had, this was something different. It 
showed what can be achieved by the single-minded pursuit 
of perfection, not in seeking always to incorporate the latest 
technical innovation, but by ceaseless, resourceful and pains- 
taking pmprovemenr of every minute detail on well-tried 
basic principles. Such a car is bound to be costly, and the 
British, who make it, cannot own it; but it goes abroad as 
proof that a nation where the creators are constantly sub- 
jected to the debasement of their own living standards can 
still keep alive the ideal of perfection for others to enjoy 

One might think that such tremendous performance could 
be used only on rare occasions, but the controls are so 
superbly responsive that the experienced driver quickly 
finds himself making full use of its potentialities, to over 100

a touch on the mechanical servo brakes. It is an experience 
that lulls the critical faculty and defies one to analyse the car 
step by step, but the effort must be made 

For the driver, the forward view through the wide, curved 
windscreen, with its very slim pillars, is excellent, the seat- 
ing position is good for high-speed driving and the con- 
trols are well arranged. When the engine starts, there is 
a rasping noise, discreet and distant, but sufficient to indicate 
that this is something new in Bentleys, and there is a 
momentary snarl from the exhaust at the beginning of 
acceleration in each gear These are absolutely the only 
aural concessions to high performance. Engine and gear 
box are slightly audible in first gear, but otherwise, through- 
out the performance range, there is only that uncanny 
silence which indicates long and careful attention to every 
detail of design and construction. 

With the high gearing employed, third is the natural ratio 
to employ for mountainous country or winding roads. It 
can be kept in use for miles on end, and for smoothness or 
silence is quite indistinguishable from top. The maximum 
available on this gear is 100 m.p.h. without trespassing by 
more than the thickness of the needle into the red zone on 
the rev counter, so that it caters for all normal needs. Any- 
one not familiar with the car has to feel the gear lever 
occasionally to remind himself which gear he is using. If 
there is any mechanical noise at speeds near the maximu™, 
it is completely lost in the rush of the wind 

There is no need to specify a cruising speed; progress 
seems as smooth, easy and effortless at 100 m.p.h. as at 50 
Nor is there any imperative need for frequent gear changing 
It is possible to make a smooth, easy start on top gear and to 
accelerate relentlessly away to maximum speed without using 
the gear box at all. This is hardly to be recommended as 
normal practice, however, especially as gear changing is such

a pleasure for the Bentley owner with any appreciation of 
mechanical perfection. 

Hill-climbing is quite extraordinary, and main road hills 
can be climbed on top gear at speeds limited only by 
visibility and traffic conditions. The test figures were taken 
on Belgian “super” fuel of approximately 80 octane. On 
British Pool some pinking was evident, but the car is not 
intended for such a dreary diet. 

The brakes, aided by the special Bentley servo motor 
which is driven from the gear box, require little comment. 
There are no better brakes on any car sold today, and they 
allow the Bentley’s great performance to be enjoyed with 
complete confidence. A light pressure reduces speed 
smoothly and swiftly, and a heavier pressure produces 
tremendous power for safe emergency stopping; 100 per 
cent efficiency was several times recorded on the meter 
during the tests. 


Variable Ride 


The ride control on the steering column, which adjusts the 
setting of the rear hydraulic dampers, gives all the softness 
required for city driving and a sensation of floating gently 
over the worst and the harder setting gives adequate 
damping for fast travel without sacrificing comfort. The 
steering has adequate self-centring action, and there is fairly 
pronounced understeer, which is reflected in excellent 
directional stability. Rather a strong effort is required on 
the wheel to hold the car into sharp bends, but control is 
light on ordinary roads and no undue effort is required 
when parking. On rough roads the more severe bumps do 
transmit some reaction to the steering wheel, and a firm hand 
on the wheel is desirable when driving fast on really rough 
surfaces. It should not be inferred, however, that the car 
is tiring to drive. 

To drive this car is a wonderful motoring experience, but 
certain questions inevitably come to mind regarding its uses. 
It is described by its manufacturers as a sports saloon, but 
the purchaser is required to give an undertaking that he 
will not enter it in competitive events, so the sports title 
goes by default. One turns next to the adjective “ Continen- 
tal,” which conjures up visions of long, fast runs to the 
Riviera. But travel implies luggage, and the locker on this 
model, while perhaps adequate for a weekend. could not 
carry the luggage of four persons for any considerable period. 

A few chassis only wil! be delivered to foreign coach- 
builders, and buyers who want more luggage space, and are 
perhaps willing to sacrifice some of the present very ample 
passenger space, should therefore be able to obtain what 
they need. The weight of the coachwork must, however, be 
limited to 750 Ib. This is the weight of the present H. J. 
Mulliner saloon, and it brings the weight of the complete 
car to 240 Ib below that of the present Mark VI standard 
saloon. 


For the Mulliner body it must be said that it is elegant, 


modern, and comfortable ; moreover, it represents a com-

bination of lightness and rigidity which may not be easy to 
emulate. All panelling is im light alloy; the seats have 
tubular frames; there are aluminium frames for the 
windows; and even the bumpers are made of light alloy 
Overall height has been reduced by one inch, it is under- 
stood, as compared with this prototype. Radio is available 
without extra cost, for those who require it, and right- or 
left-hand steering. 

The front seat back rests are adjustable for angle, and 
both front wings are easily seen from the driving seat. The 
big steering wheel is admirably placed and has a horn button 
at the centre, but it is not necessary to remove a hand from 
the wheel, as there is another button on the floor which can 
be operated by the left foot. Facia equipment includes 
speedometer, rev counter, switch unit with master key, fuel 
and engine oil level gauge, oil and. water thermometers, oil 
pressure gauge, ammeter and electric clock. The instrument 
lighting is rheostat controlled. There are an interior light 
and map light. The twin electric screen wipers have a two- 
speed control, and a windscreen spray is standard. At the 
centre of the steering wheel are the hand throttle, starting 
mixture control and ride control. There is a good rearward 
view in spite of the pronounced slope of the rear window 

The rear seats are of generous size, with a folding central 
arm rest and large fixed arm rests at the sides. Leg room 
is ample, and head room is not unduly restricted by 
the streamlined curve of the roof, as the head lining is 
recessed locally above the rear seat. Among the standard 
equipment is an elaborate heating and ventilating system 
which makes provision for demisting both the windscreen 
and the rear window. 

This Bentley is a modern magic carpet which annihilates 
great distances and delivers the occupants well-nigh as fresh 
as when they started. It is a car Britain may well be proud 
of, and it is sure to add new lustre to the name it bears.

particularly pleasurable occasion. Al- 
though there may not seem to be much to 
see in the spectacle of cars accelerating 
violently in a more or less straight line, 
especially in these days of jet aircraft and 
supersonic speeds, yet the enclosures 
above the famous Madeira Drive are 
always well filled with spectators who

Of course, the above remarks presuppose 
reasonable weather conditions; [eccnmnche, 
Brighton ‘s traditionally lucky in this re- 
spect—if one forgets last year—and al- 
though clouds threatened the worst during 
last Saturday afternoon only a very few 
spots of rain actually fell, From the point 
of view of the competitor, or favoured en- 
thusiast, one particular attraction of the 
meeting lies in the paddock, which has 
something of the pre-war Brooklands 
flavour about it; it always contains many 
interesting machines, some of which 
rarely appear .elsewhere, and the mere 
fact that there are so many of them (this 
year there were almost 160 car entries) 
gives the long double line an added 
attraction. 

In this year’s edition, there was plenty 
of interest, although it was a pity that the 
international element was entirely lack- 
ing.

was not fast enough to win him the trophy 
which he presented to the club for f.t.d.

Hamilton did a good (standing start) 
first lap at 78.34 m.p.h., a speed beaten 
later on flying start laps by only four 
drivers. Then, coming up on a slower 
car on one of the sharp corners im the 
Curragh military camp, through which the 
race is run, he was put off his line and 
crashed into a pole, badly damaging his 
Jaguar but escaping unhurt. 

That mishap left the race rather more 
open and after half an hour the best 
improvement on handicap was being 
made by a local driver off a long mark, 
C. Norton in a Vanguard-engined special, 
who was averaging 70.5 m.p.h. Next 
came Sir James Scott-Douglas (Jaguar 
XK120), I. M. Stewart (Jaguar XK120C) 
and L. D. Spivack (Jaguar XK120), which 
made things look like a Jaguar benefit in 
spite of Hamilton’s misfortune.

a bad day. D. Griffin (Griphon-Maserati

are the outstanding features of 
hydraulic power steering, according 
to Mr. C. W. Lincoln, chief engineer of 
the Saginaw Steering Gear Division of 
the American General Motors. The basis 
of the Division’s power gear is the 
Saginaw recirculating ball gear, designed 
for purely manual steering, combined 
with a hydraulic booster system coming 
into operation when more than a slight 
effort is needed 
The hydraulic system consists of a 
cylinder and valve integral with the steer- 
ing gear. The cylinder is linked to the 
steering (Pitman) arm through a separate 
set of gears and hydraulic power is ob- 
tained from a pump driven by a belt from 
the crankshaft. The pump is running 
whenever the engine is running, but faster 
than the crankshaft. The speed may 
vary, roughly, from 500 to 5,000 or more 
rpm

The controlling valve is held in the 
central or neutral position by five coil 
springs in the steering column, and these 
determine the amount of “ pull” required 
on the steering wheel before the hydrau- 
lic booster provides assistance. The only 
slight effort required in high speed driving 
down a straight road has not been reduced 
in the Saginaw hydraulic gear, as it was 
felt best to make no change in the “ feel” 
of car or steering under this condition. 
Likewise the steering gear ratio of 21.3 
to 1 is maintained and the same amount 
of wheel movement is necessary to round a 
given turn; the only difference is the 
reduction of steering effort. In the event 
of hydraulic failure, steering is automatic- 
ally manual Hydramatic transmission 
oil is used in a reservoir with a capacity 
of about a quart attached to the pump; 
this reservoir compensates for the possi- 
bility of leakage and the fact that there is 
a slight variation in the amount of oil in 
the steering gear with the piston at one 
end of the stroke and at the other, as a 
result of the oil displaced by the piston 
rod. The pump is capable of delivering 
oil at 750 ib per sq in 

Simplicity 

Fig. 1 shows the booster system. The 
double-acting cylinder, pump, and reser- 
voir are basically simple parts; the valve 
spool is simply a cylinder with two 
grooves It is carefully machined and 
ground to be a sliding fit within the hole 
in the valve housing. This hole has, in 
turn, three concave grooves which are 
carefully located relative to the grooves 
in the spool. The valve spool must move 
within the valve housing with perfect 
freedom and still retain oil at extremely 
high pressure and the assembly is, there 
fore, a carefully made precision part. 

In the position shown, oil from the 
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pump can circulate freely through the oil 
ways to the valve housing, through the 
grooves in the housing and spool, and 
back through the return lines to the reser- 
voir. At the same time, the piston rod 
and piston can be moved back and forth 
freely with no change in the system ex- 
cept to move oil through the connecting 
lines from one end of the cylinder to the 
other. Apart from the restrictions in the 
lines and passages, there is no resistance 
to the flow of oil, which can circulate at 
practically zero pressure. Thus with the 
valve in the position shown the pump 
has no influence on the cylinder. 

Fig. 2 shows the valve spool moved to 
the right. This closes some of the pas- 
sages within the valve housing and the 
oil from the pump is directed to the left- 
hand end of the cylinder, thus forcing the 
piston and piston rod to the right. At 
the same time, the oil from the right-hand 
end of the cylinder is allowed to return to 
the reservoir. 

If the valve spool were to be moved to 
the left the condition would be reversed 
and the piston and rod would move to 
the left. Thus by moving the simple spool 
valve the piston and rod can be easily 
controlled. The force exerted by the 
piston rod depends upon the size of the 
piston and the oil pressure available, but 
as there are no unbalanced hydraulic 
loads in the valve, the force required to 
operate the valve is merely that required 
to overcome the negligible friction in the 
system. 

In the position shown in Fig. 2 the 
valve is fully closed, but the slightest 
movement from what might be called the 
neutral position (Fig. 1) towards the fully 
closed position (Fig. 2) will upset the 
hydraulic balance and cause oil to flow 
to the left-hand end of the cylinder, and 
the infinitely variable control possible 
with this simple system makes it emi 
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nently suitable for a, steering booster 

Fig. 3 shows the essentials of the 
hydrauhe steering gear; the hydraulic 
booster system added to a recirculating 
ball steering gear. It can be seen that the 
movement of the piston rod will rotate 
the steering arm shaft (Pitman shaft) 
through the power rack and the power 
sector which is integral with the shaft 

The valve spool is, in effect, an integral 
part of the worm and shaft assembly 
Rotation of the shaft moves the ball nut 
and this, in turn, rotates the steering arm 
and shaft through the steering sector in 
tegral with the shaft. It will be noted 
that ball thrust bearings have been added 
to limit the movement of the valve spool 
and to absorb the thrust loads developed 
when turning the steering shaft against 
a resistance 

The illustration shows a single valve 
plunger and spring set. In the actual 
mstallation, there are five such sets 
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Mounted integrally 
with the steering 
column, this simpli 
fied hydraulic power 
steering cylinder 
has been produced 
by General Motors’ 
Saginaw Steering 
Gear Division. 
Rubber hydraulic 
pipes connect the 
unit with a pump, 
V-belt driven by the 
crankshaft. This 
installation is shown 
in a 1952 Buick 
Roadinaster 
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arranged circumferentially around the 
valve housing The outer ends of the 
plunger abut simultancously against the 
steering gear housing and the thrust 
bearings, and the inner ends are connected 
to the central oil groove 

One other addition is the by-pass valve 
which is used merely to ensure easy steer 
ing in the event of pump failure. In the 
actual steering gear this valve is built inte 
the main control valve 

The five springs are compressed ar pre 
loaded to a total of about 300 |b and, as a 
result, there can be no valve operation 
until the loads exceed this amount

A driver adjusts himself to the Saginaw 
hydraulic steering gear at once.

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With Emphasis on Stratford - on -Avon

HE Shakespeare country gives varied impressions. 

Some readers may visualize traffic jams, crowds of 

trippers, endless streams of motor coaches and the 
utter hopelessness of trying to park a car; the majority, 
however, are probably more interested in the historic im- 
portance of places like Stratford~on-Avon, Warwick, Charle- 
cote and Kenilworth, and cannot fail to be influenced by 
the magic of Shakespeare, a magic that seems to increase as 
the years roll by. 

In describing one of Britain’s greatest touring centres I 
would emphasize that by careful planning much congestion 
and inconvenience can be avoided. Fine week-ends are 
almost bound to coincide with peak traffic periods, especi- 
ally at the height of the season, but much of the trouble can 
be avoided by intelligent use of the byways. If you must 
park in the most popular towns, it is best to get there early. 
Popular show-places can often be visited in comfort during 
lunch periods, which, for the majority, indicate a set time 
not to be deviated from on any account. The early bird 
thus gets a quiet lunch followed by a quiet look round. 

I made Stratford-on-Avon my base and worked outwards 
in a series of day tours radiating to the main surrounding 
features of interest. By booking well ahead I was able to 
secure acc lation in early September. During my 
stay I saved trouble by using a nearby garage as a car park. 
I would also advise booking in advance for the Shakespeare 
Memorial Theatre ; otherwise you may be unable to get a 
seat. During the whole of my stay I never experienced a 
single traffic jam or encountered any unseemly “tripper” 
element. There seemed enough space for everyone. 

In my opinion Stratford is quite the most attractive town 
in Warwickshire and one of the most medieval towns in 
England. The old houses and half-timbered buildings are 
lovingly preserved, being in the main spruced and 
polished to an almost incredible state of perfection. Some 
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of the finest hotels in England, with a world-wide reputa- 
tion, are to be found at Stratford, and many are medieval 
in external appearance ; prices, however, are modern— 
though not excessive. It seemed to me that some of the 
town’s inhabitants suffered from a surfeit of Shakespeare— 
the presiding genius of Stratford, more powerful dead than 
alive. 

Your first pilgrimage at Stratford is to visit the five 
Shakespearean properties preserved and administered by the 
trustees and guardians of Shakespeare’s birthplace. It will 
cost you Is 6d to visit each unless you take advantage of a 
comprehensive ticket covering all five for 4s 6d. The Birth- 
place in Henley Street is a lovely half-timbered house, and 
the room where the poet was born is probably much as he 
knew it. Henry Irving, Ellen Terry, Scott and Carlyle 
(among others) have scratched their names on the window- 
panes, an old-world custom not encouraged today. There 
are many valuable Shakespearean exhibits to be seen, in- 
cluding the desk from his school. 


Best on Foot 


It is best to explore Stratford on foot. In actual area it is no 
bigger than a medium-sized market town. There is so much 
to see in such a small place that the use of a car is definitely 
inconvenient. High Street, Chapel Street and Church Street 
form one continuous thoroughfare starting from the junction 
of Henley Street and Bridge Street. New Place, in Chapel 
Street, is built over the site of Shakespeare’s last home, the 
original having been pulled down in 1759 by the Rev 
Francis Gastrell, who, in a fit of pique for which he paid 
dearly, also cut down the mulberry tree planted by the poet 
himself. The present tree is a descendant of the original. 
Hall’s Croft in Old Town is easily approached from Church 
Street; this outstanding Tudor house, with its walled 
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garden, was at one time the home of Dr. John Hall, Shake- 
speare’s son-in-law. 

The two remaining properties belonging to the Birthplace 
Trust are at some distance from the town and are best 
approached by car. Anne Hathaway’s Cottage at Shottery 
is much as Shakespeare knew it and where he spent the 
golden hours of his courtship. This intimate link with 
Shakespeare’s youth is completely unspoiled, and the cot- 
tage is still surrounded by its luxuriant garden. If Shake- 
speare could return here today he would still find the 
fireside seat where he supposedly spent happy hours with 
Anne Hathaway; the same plates, chairs and tables are 
there, too. This is a place where time has stood still. A 
short drive to Wilmcote brings you to Mary Arden’s house, 
another well-preserved half-timbered Tudor building. 
Mary Arden was Shakespeare’s mother. 

Another day of sightseeing could be spent at Stratford 
visiting the grammar school where Shakespeare was edu- 
cated (still much as it was in his day), the Guild Hall, 
Harvard House and the Shakespeare Memorial Picture Gal- 
lery. Katharine Rogers once lived at Harvard House. She 
married Robert Harvard, and their son founded Harvard 
University, to which the house was presented in 1909 
Members of Harvard University are admitted free, but the 
public must pay Is. 

My own favourite stretch of Stratford lies between the 
time-mellowed Clopton Bridge across the Avon, and the 
restful charm of Holy Trinity Church. The Avon is here 
deep and stately, not reed-fouled and muddy as it is in so 
many other places. If you want a peaceful stroll, especially 
lovely on mild September evenings, cross Clopton Bridge 
and meander along the riverside path towards the weir 
beyond the church. First impressions are of the Memorial 
Theatre seen to great advantage across the river with the 
swans of Stratford in the foreground. This famous struc- 
ture has caused some controversy, since it is a modern build- 
ing in an old-world town. But what of it? The theatre, in 
the general sense, has changed a good deal since Shake- 
speare’s day, and the present Stratford building, with 
gardens on each side and the river in front, does not clash 
with its surroundings. As a theatre, it is one of the best 
in the country 


ln atime

I was much intrigued by a free ferry across the Avon; 
this is your quickest way to the church. Holy Trinity 
Church is cruciform in style with a tower dating from the 
13th century. This tall, dignified building contains Shake- 
speare’s grave. The churchyard fringes the Avon, and the 
outlook over the river is one of the most restful in England. 
This is a dreamy, nostalgic spot fragrant with the past. 

I made several circular day-tours from Stratford; one 
route took in Alcester, of Roman origin, the 16th-century 
Coughton Court (National Trust), Wootton Wawen noted 
for its Saxon church, and Henley-in-Arden with its medieval 
houses. 

Although Warwick, Kenilworth and Leamington Spa can 
be visited from Stratford on little more than a gallon of 
petrol, you will need another full day to do them justice 

Warwick boasts a castle to which time has, in the main, been 
kind; Kenilworth possesses one of the most badly mauled 
castles in the country. Warwick Castle, home of the Earl

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»f Warwick, dates from Norman times and 
is a magnificent and imposing structure 
which you can visit for the modest sum 
of 2s 6d. One of the best general views 
of the castle is from Castle Bridge where 
the Avon is crossed by busy A4l. An 
excellent car park off Banbury Road is 
within easy reach of medieval Mill Street 
and the castle itself. Much restoration 
was called for following a disastrous fire in 
1871, but otherwise Warwick Castle is 
intact. Among the treasures of the interior 
are paintings by Rubens, Van Dyck, Lely, 
Holbein and Sargent. When in Warwick 
do not miss the east and west gates and 
Lord Leycester’s Hospital. 

Kenilworth Castle, with its Norman 
Keep, must have been truly majestic before 
Cromwell instructed Colonel Hawkes- 
worth to begin his deadly work. Sir Walter Scott 
has given an idea of Kenilworth’s glory in the days of 
Elizabethan pageantry when the Earl of Leicester enter- 
tained the Queen. It took years of destruction under 
Cromwell’s officers before the proud building became the 
gaunt, hollow ruin it is today. The l6th-century Leicester’s 
gatehouse is the only remaining habitable part of the castle, 
but with a vivid imagination you can still reconstruct some- 
thing of Kenilworth’s past. 

Leamington Spa dates from the 18th century, but its 
prosperity is largely a product of the Victorian era. It is 
now a popular spa, typical of its kind. You will especially 
like the colourful Jephson Gardens. 

On another occasion T drove part way into Gloucester- 
shire. My first target was Chipping Campden, a little stone- 
built town on the fringe of the Cotswolds, possessing a 
delightful and well-preserved “island” market hall. 
Broadway, a little farther south, is a model village in every 
sense and a favourite resort of authors and artists. Nestling 
in the south-east corner of Worcestershire, the village boasts 
of many ancient buildings, including the 17th-century Lygon 
Arms. Additional attractions include the greengrocers’ 
shops, which, on my visit, groaned beneath the weight of 
countless baskets of luscious fruit. 

The south-bound road, back in Gloucestershire, brought 
me to the delightful Cotswold villages of Stanton and 
Stanway. An impressive and ornate Inigo Jones gateway 
leads to Stanway Hall.» Farther along I made a detour to 
visit the scant ruins of Hailes Abbey (National Trust)

Charlecote House, a fine example of Elizabethan architecture, 
with a well-known gatehouse, is now the property of the 
National Trust. 
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Turning westwards to Tewkesbury, where the Avon is 
crossed by an ancient bridge attributed to King John, I 
came to another town of black and white architecture in- 
cluding several ancient inns like the Hop Pole and the Bell 
The Abbey Church dominates the town, and this noble 
building, one of the finest and largest Norman churches in 
the country, attains a length of 315ft. The Central Tower 
is 148ft high. Come here in springtime if you can when 
the adjacent grounds are ablaze with daffodils. 

The Avon is especially lovely at Bredon and quite navig- 
able for cruising enthusiasts. It was at Bredon that I found 
a house completely covered with ivy, and the Fox and 
Hounds Inn with its novel sign. Bredon Hill is a notable 
landmark famed in song. Pershore is another town known 
for its Abbey Church. I was delighted with Fladbury 
where a picturesque ferry crosses the lily-strewn Avon to 
the ivy-covered Ferry Inn, which seems to float across the 
water like a ship from the past. Evesham was my last port 
of call on the return to Stratford, and I just had time to visit 
the exquisite detached bell tower, which, with Abbot 
Reginald’s gateway near the market place, comprises nearly 
all that is left of the original Benedictine Abbey. 


Winding Up 


My final tour was planned to include Compton Wynyates, 
one of the finest Tudor manor houses in England, but 
owing to lack of suitable weather on the only Wednesdays 
and Saturdays at my disposal, my visit had to be left to a 
later date. I continued to the Castle Inn at Edgehill and 
made haste to the bar, where, on payment of a small fee, 
I was allowed to ascend a stairway leading to the top of 
the observation tower commanding a widespread view of 
Warwickshire and the site of the Battle of Edgehill. I 
missed Upton House (another property open only on Wed- 
nesdays and Saturdays) and drove to Charlecote,-one of 
the National Trust’s finest properties. It was here that 
Shakespeare was caught poaching deer in the park. Des- 
cendants of the same deer still delight countless visitors; I 
was able to get quite near these animals with my camera. 
Charlecote is open daily (except on Fridays), and there is 
a restaurant in the grounds. The mansion dates from 1558, 
although there have been various subsequent alterations; 
the interior contains many fine paintings. The superb 
gatehouse is the best architectural feature here, as it has 
remained unaltered since it was first built nearly four 
centuries ago. The finest general view of Charlecote is 
from the Avon. It is worth visiting the coach house, 
where an intriguing collection of 19th-century carriages 
will enable you to distinguish between, for instance, a park 
phzton and a barouche.

I have always heard that hostesses search down the backs 
of chair cushions when their guests have gone, and I try 
this, but my passengers have lost in this way a miserable 44d.

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Windscreen Washer 


NEW windscreen washer has been 
+1 introduced by John Sidney, Ltd., 
Brixton Hill Place, London, S.W.2. It 
has a water container of moderate dimen- 
sions, spray nozzles which are adjustable, 
and self-tapping screws for mountings, so 
that it is easily fitted to suit a particular 
car, and by amateur labour. 

The container is of glass, with a black 
crackle stove enamel finish, of 3}in dia 
meter, and it is 6in high. From it a water 
pipe with a non-return valve leads to the 
facia~mounted pump ; from the pump, via 
other non-return valves, two more pipes 
lead to the spraying nozzles. Water is 
squirted on the screen by squeezing the 
half-round bulb of the pump. This bulb, 
which is of green p.v.c. plastic, can also 
be treated as if it were a push button 

The water pipes are also of p.v.c., which 
is strongly resistant to the oil and heat of 
the under-bonnet space. The feed tube 
is 4ft long and the two delivery tubes 2ft 
each. They are cut to the needed length, 
and are long enough initially for an 
awkward installation, where the container 
has to be rather remote from the pump. 

The nozzles, which may be mounted 
either in the scuttle or in the top of an 
alligator bonnet, are chromium plated on 
non-rusting metal, and have two-way ad- 
justment. Up and down adjustment of 
the spray is by rotation of the horizontal 
stud in the side of which is the

water hole; there is a locking screw to 
maintain correct setting. Lateral adjust- 
ment is by rotation of the whole nozzle 
This is a good point; for the success in 
service of a screen washer depends on the 
jets striking the screen at just the right 
place. In general, the device is effective, 
does not contain any wearing or unduly 
perishable part, and is, at £1 8s 6d, 
moderately priced. A minor criticism 
may be made of the pump Its body is 
of mottled brown Bakelite, which would 
not look well on the handsome natural 
wood facia which so many cars have. But 
it can be fitted under the facia or parcels 
shelf, where it does not show yet is still 
conveniently to hand 
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The windscreen glass, body panel and 

glazing strip are securely held together, 

impervious to water, by the Claytonrite 
rubber sealing strip. 


Windows in RBuabber 


A POST-WAR development largely 
£\ brought about by the shortage of 
certain materials is the use of rubber 
strip of a special section to carry window 
glasses without any supporting metal 
frame. Even when a metal frame is used 
to support the glass it is necessary to 
insert rubber or a bitumastic compound 
between the glass and the frame in order 
to obtain a water-tight seal. But when 
the special section glazing rubber strip is 
used a metal frame is unnecessary as the 
rubber section ssesses sufficient 
strength in itself as well as forming a 
perfect seal. 

This may be understood by studying 
the section of the strip shown in the 
accompanying illustration. It will be seen 
that two channels are formed in it, the 
narrower of which fits over the edge of 
the metal body panel or screen surround, 
while the other is wider and receives the 
edge of the glass. At right angles to these 
two channels there is a third channel of 
approximately V section. The purpose of 
this is to receive a strip of V-shaped sec- 
tion which is held securely in place by 
its. edges engaging with grooves also 
moulded in the main strip. Thus the V- 
shaped strip acts as a key to hold the 
glass, body panel and glazing strip 
securely locked together. 

This is the principle of the Clayton- 
rite self-sealing weatherstrip and in its 
latest form it provides also for the recep- 
tion of a chromium-plated embellishment 
strip which is of curved section.

Remoring Hub Plates

THE NEWER OILS 
Enlightening Information Regarding Colloidal Graphite 


[64424.|—The Editorial in The Autocar, August 22, has put a 
finger on one of the features that distinguish post-war from pre 
war lubrication. Indeed, detergency is no longer a novelty; it is 
an accepted, and proved, characteristic of modern crankcase oils 
Whether one can have too much detergent additive in an oil for 
petrol engines is something which can safely be left to the 
experts. In this respect, also, The Autocar has pin-pointed a 
significant fact in quoting the name, by way of an example, of a 
well-known proprietary lubricant, which might be classified as a 
premium type lubricant; that is to say, an oil containing a 
moderate detergency, suited to the bulk of petrol engines 
In discussing detergency let us recognize, at the outset, that 
the subject is, technically, a difficult one to describe. But that 
does not mean one cannot attempt a simple analogy in explain- 
ing just what this phenomenon is in lubrication. In so doing, 
one can, perhaps, understand better the relation between pre 
mium oils and colloidal graphite 
A detergent additive provides lubricating oil with molecules 
which have, as it were, hooks at one end. It is these hooks 
which grasp hold of solid particles, and if the latter are lying on 
1 surface, the particles are pulled off that surface If the par 
ure already suspended in the oil the hooked molecules 
It should be added that a pro 
tion of these molecules is firmly anchored to the oil mole 
so that the detergent additive cannot be dragged out of 
il by a solid particle too well attached to a cylinder wall or

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of colloidal graphite are a case in point. When they are rubbed 
on to metal, particularly iron or steel, the microscopic particles of 
graphite adhere with tremendous firmness. There is formed the 
well-known slippery film known as a graphoid surface. The 
object of this note is not to describe the value of this remarkable 
surface as a second line of defence behind the oil film; those 
readers who are sufficiently interested to follow up the latest 
information on colloidal graphite can find a considerable amount 
of post-war data in the publications of various scientific societies 

One cannot remove an adsorbed material from a surface by 
simple rubbing. Frequently it is necessary to remove the under 
lying layers of metal. This will deal with the question some 
tumes asked: will a detergent oil remove a graphoid surface? 

At this point one can introduce a further aspect to the subject, 
which is somewhat intriguing. Let us assume that a detergent 
is strong enough to “ peel off ” graphite platelets from a graphited 
surface. Incidentally, if a detergent were powerful enough to 
remove truly adsorbed material from a surface it would pull off 
the initial layers of oil molecules from the rubbing faces of an 
engine, so preventing successful lubrication. Such a statement 
postulates that the detergent additive cannot pull adsorbed sub 
stances like graphite from bearing surfaces. But let us me 
that there is a “ peeling ” process 

When one rubs a graphite platelet it merely slips into thinner 
platelets. This sub-dividing can proceed almost indefinitely, and 
this capacity of graphite to slip when rubbed accounts, in part, 
for its remarkable lubricating effect. When the detergent mole 

iles “ grasp” the topmost layers of graphite they serve to slide 
the latter off, leaving fresh platelets below. It is known that 
the diameter of a particle of colloidal graphite, made by Acheson 
Colloids, Ltd., generally recognized as an international standard, 
lies in the vicinity of one micron, or 1/25,000in, with a i 
ness of about a quarter of that value Such a particle 
be subdivided umes, so that the detergent mo 
would find itself peeling off thin platelets of graphite wit! 
getting down to bare metal At the same time one sho 
remember that there are millions of microscopic particles 
colloidal graphite being swept over the rubbing faces w 
oil. And bearing in nd the natural affinity of the 
particles for metal, it is not difficult to see that the prob 
pulling all graphite off a cylinder wall, or a bearing 
Some years ago the research department of the Institution 
Automobile Engineers found, in engine tests, that f 
loidal graphite in the lubricating system kept wear 
low when changing over from graphited lubricant to plait 
vhich illustrates the affinity of this additive for metal 

A point which is in danger of being overlooked in d 
on detergent oils is that clean engine surfaces are not nece \ 
lubricated fact, it can be shown that an 
excessively clean metal surface may, in certain circumstances, be 
Therefore, one should not confuse detergent lubr 
cation with better lubrication, meaning by the latter expression 
wear. A great step forward has been made by ntro 
duction of detergent-dispersant additives, but wear is still a major 
headache with motorists. That why additives, which improve 
oiliness, or ard against undue abrasive wear, 
graphite, will continue to be popular, especially v 
owners 

It seems appropriate that one should add a note on detergent 
oils and filters as a postscript to these observations. In pep 
tizing oil carbon, a detergent oil encourages such carbon to pass 
through the filters in popular use today, and in consequence, the 
filtered oil remains black. It can be said that such filters are 
performing the duty for which they are intended, for they can 
remove the road dust and metal particles, which mean wear 
and permit the passage of the harmless oil carbon. Such 
selective action should produce longer effective filter life and

HEN the final practice times for 
last Sunday’s Italian Grand Prix 
at Monza were announced a 
Ferrari victory assured, but the 
new Maseratis showed astonishing speed 
n the race and Gonzalez, driving one of 
the latest cars with dual ignition, held the 
lead for the first half of the race and might 
have won if he had been able to carry 
enough fuel to run through without stop- 
ping, as Ascari did on the works four- 
cylinder Ferrari. A series of struggles 
between the works Ferraris and Maseratis 
for the remaining places made this one of 
the year’s most exciting races 
In practice, Ascari had made the best 
lap in 2 min 5.7 sec; Villoresi was next 
in 2 min 6.6 sec; and Farina managed 
min 7 sec. To these efforts by the 
works Ferraris, Gonzalez responded with 
only 2 min 7.6 sec. A lot of interest was 
also aroused by the 2 min 10.6 sec achieved 
by the new Osca in the hands of Bayol, 
who had certainly not had enough experi- 
ence with it to show its full capabilities 
Only twenty-four cars were admitted to 
the race and several failed to lap fast 
enough to ensure inclusion All the 
H.M.W.s were excluded, being at a dis- 
advantage on this course with its long 
straights.
